Of the “pork barrel” bill, the 
governor said: 
"I am in sy mpathy with most of 
the projects, but the general rev­ 
enue fund should not be subjected 
to the strain of nearly a half mil­ 
lion dollars additional load. 
“There Is little to spare for the 
next few months, but there will be 
a modest surplus In the last half 
of December and not until then. 
Calls Bill Stupid 
Many of the departments and di­ 
visions will be out of money by 
November and can not operate be­ 
cause of the stupid and ignorant 
nature of the senate appropriation 
bill of 19 37.” 
The governor added that "if there 
1» any further surplus, the public

school fund will need it urgently .” 
The "pork barrel” appropriations 
included *10.000 for development 
of land at headwaters of Mill cred k 
in Mahoning county , and *5,000 for 
Guilford lake, Columbiana county .

When Benjamin N Cardosso was a student In Col­ 
umbia ^Diversity one of hla professor# said he was 
capable of writing the moat powerful English since 
Alexander Hamilton. 
Without taking formal Instruction In law, ho be­ 
came one of the 
world’s greatest Jurists, winning 
wide recognition for the opinions he wrote as a mem­ 
ber of the New York state supreme court and the 
New York court of appeals. 
When he was appointed to the United States su­ 
preme court In 1932. his selection was acclaimed uni­ 
versally as a credit to President Hoover.

had galped a reputation for liberalism, there was no 
cause for anyone to be fearful of what he might do, 
as is the case so often with liberals whose philosophy 
Is built merely on the Inclination to dissent from 
conservatism, without knowing why.
